Southeast  Alaska,  land  of  timber  and  totem  poles,  has  much  to  offer  Americans,  today 
and  for  hundreds  of  years  to  come.  Here  vast  acreages  of  6itka  spruce,  western  hemlock, 
and  graceful  cedar  await  felling  and  hauling  to  the  mills.  Here,  too,  totem  poles  tell  the 
legend  of  the  land  in  ancient  carvings.  The  fine  art  of  totem  carving  was  in  danger  of 
extinction  until  revised  by  the  Civilian  Conservation  Corps  under  the  auspices  of  the 
U.  S.  Forest  Service.  Native  Alaskan  Indians,  in  ceremonial  garb,  are  shown  restoring  and 
copying  their  totem  poles.

Tiie  Tongass  National  Forest,  Uncle  Sam's  largest,  lies  in  Southeast  Alaska,  1,000  miles 
north  of  Seattle.  For  many  years  community  development  and  prosperity  have  hinged 
mainly  around  the  fishing  industry.  But  there  is  a  tremendous  undeveloped  natural  re- 
source on  the  Tongass — timber.  Properly  utilized,  the  Tongass  timber  could  support  sev- 
eral large  pulp  mills  for  all  time  and  double  southeastern  Alaska's  population  of  30  thou- 
sand citizens.  This  would  mean  more  than  strengthening  the  local  welfare,  it  would  add 
to  the  security  of  our  Nation.
